Elkins, W. Vn„ Feb. 4.— The third 
mine explosion in West Virginia with- 
in twu weeks occurred today at the 
Davis Coal & Coke Company's, mine, 
No. 25, near here, and twenty-five 
or thirty miners are said to have been 
killed. 

The disaster occurred this morning. 
Late touay the ilrst rescuing party, 
entered tho mine. Tho bodies of six 
foreigners and one American were 
recovered, but the poisonous fumes 
enveloped the rescuing party, which 
was composed of General ' Manager 
Ott, Mine Boss Daniel Jones and oth- 
ers. Before the party could reach 
the surface Jolies died from suffo- 
cation. 

Tonight efforts arc being made to 
enter the mine again, but in vain. 
The air fans were demolished by tho 
explosion and the mine is full of dan- 
gerous afterdamp. There is no possi- 
ble hope that the men still in the mine 
aro alive. 

There are pitiful scenes around tho 
mouth of* tho mine tonight. The mines 
are the property of tho Western Mary- 
land Railroad. The work of rescue 
will be resumed tomorrow.

May Mac- 
Kenzle was the third of the women 
wno have been dally in the Thaw parly 
to leave the courtroom. 

Tho Prosecution 
In adopting a calm, dispassionate 
manner in addressing the jury. Thaw's 
attorney followed the example set by 
Assistant District Attorney Garvan, 
who opened for the prosecution at the 
beginning of today's session. The ru- 
mors that there were to be further 
changes In the Jury box did not down 
until Mr. Garvan actually began speak- 
ing. It was said that District Attor- 
ney Jerome had brought all tho press- 
ure and persuasion nt his command to 
gain consent for the removal of one or 
two of the men, but Thaw's counsel 
resolutely and successfully resisted all 
pleading for a further revision of the 
trial panel. Mr. Garvan, In telling 
the story of the alleged murder, occu- 
pied less than ten minutes, and the 
prosecution's entire side was finished 
within two hours, Except young White 
and the coroner's physicians, who per- 
formed the autopsy and described the 
wounds In White's hotly, the only per- 
sons called to the stand by the state 
were five witnesses. They were cross- 
examined briefly by Attorney Delmas 
of the defence, who for the first time 
participated actively in the proceed- 
ings. The witnesses told nothing that 
hnd not been known to the reading 
public ever since the night of the 
tragedy. 

It was not until Mr. Garvan had 
spoken that the prisoner's wife and 
mother were barred from the room 
under the rule excluding witnesses. 
Mr. Garvan spoke ho low thttt his re- 
marks could not toe distinguished from 
the jury box. Mrs. William Thaw and 
her daughter-in-law both heard dis- 
tinctly, however, from where they sat. 
They evidently were prepared for a 
much longer ordeal, and seemed sur- 
prised when the young assistant to 
Mr. Jeromo finished. They left the 
courtroom dry-eyed. 

David T. Carval, a handwriting ex- 
pert, was In court today and sat be- 
side the prisoner.

Horsemen to Meet. 

A meoting of the local horse enthus- 
iasts will be held at the Drlard Hotel 
on Friday evening at S.:30 o'clock, 
when it is expected that some action 
will be taken toward the construction 
of a speedway on Cook street between 
Dallas and Fairfield roads. This pro- 
posal was before the horsemen sev- 
eral years ago, but owing to dull times 
nothing was done in the matter and 
It was allowed to drop. However, 
with the arrival of a carload of race, 
horses in the city a .few months 
tigo the subject received an Impetus 
which has gained considerable endor- 
satlon locally. Those who are active 
In the mattor have taken the sub- 
ject up with interest and it is ex- 
pected that the meeting on Friday 
evening will see some further steps 
taken In the proposal. The stretch of 
street which It is expected to use is 
about a mile long, without a turn, and 
Is one of the widest thoroughfares

has a 'speedway which Is devoted ex- 
clusively to the horse owners for the 
purpose of speeding.

Another matter that 
will come up for consideration will be. 
the proposal for holding a race meet- 
ing in this city during the spring 
months. Several of the horsemen are 
very enthusiastic wfth regard to this 
question and an effort will be mnde 
to arrange something definite. 
Through the courtesy of C. A. Har- 
rison the horsemen will be accommo- 
dated nt the Drlard Hotel and all 
Interested in these matters ure In- 
vited to attend.

The death occurred at Saanich on 
Sunday Of another' 'British Columbia 
pionoer, Vvilliairi 'Ferns Harrison, ut 
lhe age of 17 years. The lato Mr. 
Harrison, who came to British Colum- 
bia in 1S58, was utlracted by the gold 
discoveries on the leaser river. He 
was a miner ami one of the argonauts 
of the California mining excitement 
and also of tin? Dallarat stampede. He 
was also one of lhe vigilantes of San 
Kranclsco and shouldered his rifle and 
took part on that memorable day 
when Casey and Corey were hanged 
lor lhe murder of Editor King of the 
Han Francisco Bulletin. 

.Mr. Harrison had been ailing and 
on Saturday left his house to vote 
lor .Mr. Eberts, he having been a 
staunch Conservative. Tlie next day 
be succumbed to pneumonia. Mr. 
Harrison came first to the Pacific 
.nasi in 1849, being one ol' the forty- 
niners who joined the stampede to the 
rich placers of American river, and 
in lSal'. when be heard of the discov- 
eries al Ballarat, Australia, he started 
there. Soon afterward lie returned to 
California and like many others be- 
came llred with excitement because 
of ill.' reports of gold mi the Fraser 
river. In 1858 he arrived In Victoria 
..ii his way lo the Fraser river gold- 
fields, where he mined for some time, 
and Inter went tn the Carohoo mines, 
working there with indifferent suc- 
cess. After returning from Cariboo 
he made his home In the Saanich 
district, establishing himself on a farm 
there. He was again Imbued, with tlie 
desire I" prosper! and started off nn 
lours ;ii intervals He prospected 
considerably nt lhe north end ot 
Vancouver island, being one of the 
nioneers at Quatslne Sound, where he

SURFACE DRAINAGE. 

By-Law to Be Introduced Looking to 
Improvement of Auxiliary 
Sewerago Systom. 

A petition that has for Its object 
the preparing of a by-law to be sub- 
mitted to the people, empowering the 
city to borrow the sum of $50,000 for 
the purpose of Improving the surface 
drainage of the city, will shortly be 
put Into circulation for signatures. 

It is purposed to extend the main 
surface drain from Cook street to 
Ross buy, and also to complete the 
surface drainage system In different 
points throughout the city, which will 
be specllled by the by-law. 

"This Is a matter which should ob- 
tain the heartiest support of the rate- 
payers," said Mayor Morley, "particu- 
larly when thoy look upon the incon- 
venience and trouble caused by the 
heavy rains of the past fall. In many- 
places the rains caused the Hooding 
of the sewers, as there was such a 
quantity of water that the sewers 
were unable to dispose of it fast 
enough, the consequence being that 
the Intakes were Hooded and a some- 
what unsanitary state of affairs pre- 
vailed for the time being, In some 
localities." 

The extension of the surface drain- 
age system Is not being taken up un- 
der the local Improvement plan, by 
which the property owners benefited 
alone pav a share of the assessment. 
As the "matter is one arfectlng the 
city generally, the taxpayers at large 
will be levied upon for the interest 
and sinking fund of $50,000 should 
the by-law pass.

BETTER TERMS 

Ono result of the election Ik that the 
province is to be understood ao en- 
dorsing the position taken by Mr. Mo- 
Bride on better terms. Fortunately 
the course pursued by Mr. Macdonald 
and Ills allies made this a plain, well- 
defined Issue. If they had been suc- 
cessful. It would not have been open 
to any one to deny that the stand 
taken by Sir Wilfrid Laurier, when 
ho referred the question to the ln- 
ter-Provlnciul conferencee, had been 
ratified by the British Columbia elec- 
torate. The Colonist realized this, and 
therefore It pressed the Issue as vig- 
orously and as persistently as it was 
able, and tho candidates on .the gov- 
ernment side did the same. A few 
months ago it would have born Im- 
possible to have made an issue out of 
belter terms, but the logic of eventp 
placed tho Conservatives on one side 
and the Liberals on another. The 
contention of the Conservatives was 
for a permanent allowance from the 
federal exchequer, the amount of 
which should be settled between the 
province and the Dominion govern- 
ment. The position of the Liberals 
was one that accepted the view of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, that the other prov- 
inces ought to be consulted both as to 
tho principle and the amount, and 
that as the other provinces had de- 
clared themselves unwilling to givo 
more than $100,000 a year for ten 
years, the only course left the prov- 
ince was to labor to secure larger ap- 
propriations for railways and public 
works. Thus a distinct issue was 
presented, and upon it the people of 
the. province have pronounced in fa- 
vor of the Conservative contention in 
unmistakable terms. We believe that 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier is too good a con- 
stitutionalist to deny that this is one 
of the meanings of the remarkable 
government victory. We believe that 
the election will greatly .strengthen 
the position of the province. We think 
also that, unless the Dominion gov- 
ernment within a reasonable time 
evinces a disposition to treat with the 
province upon a fair and equitable 
basis, there will be, formed a provin- 
cial party, which under Conservative 
leadership will assert the rights of the 
province in a manner that cannot be 
disregarded. 

A PRESSING ISSUE. 

A very remarkable statement Is at- 
tributed to President Roosevelt. It is 
to the effect that California can 
have war with Japan, if it wants to. 
lie docs not say that the United 
States will declare war with Japan 
at tho instigation oC that, state, but 
that if California persists in treating 
the Japanese as an inferior race, war 
will certainly come about. Our un- 
derstanding of the San Francisco 
school matt"!- Is that there Is no such 
discrimination against the Japanese as 
ought i" wound th«' national pride of 
that peopie. There (iocs not seerti to 
be anything at issue that ought not 
to be capable of easy adjustment, and 
we are strongly of the opinion that 
the real danger consists in the vapor- 
lngs of wholly Irresponsible people. 
It is not at all surprising that some 
friction should arise between the 
White and yellow races on the shore 
of the PaciHe ocean. Wo know how 
it is in British Columbia. Our leg- 
islature has passed acts discriminat- 
ing against oriental people, the Japan- 
ese being expressly named. We sup- 
pose that, under the new treaty, a 
summary of the provisions of which is 
given elsewhere on this page, any 
further legislation that may be passed 
on BUbjects of this kind will not have 
relation to the Japanese, and It may 
be a question as to how far any laws 
now in force, which restrict the 
privileges of Japanese in this country, 
can be enforced. But tills is only by 
the way. It was inevitable that 
there should be a clash between the 
Oriental races and those that occupy 
America, but there ought to be a pos- 
sibility of avoiding war. So far as 
Canada is concerned, we think there 
will bo no difficulty; but wo are not 
So confident about the United States. 
There is an element in that country 
which is utterly Intolerant of the 
Asiatic races. It is largely due to 
what may be called tin educated ig- 
norance. The schools of the United 
States teach that the people of that 
country are as a mass superior to 
any others in the world. The press 
does the same thing. A very amusing 
paragraph has been going tho rounds 
of the United States press, and it was 
not intended to bo funny either. It is 
to the effect that a certain professor 
in ono of their colleges has, afLor 
careful investigation, reached the 
conclusion that the people of the 
United States are Intellectually, mor- 
ally and physically tho finest in the 
world. It seems incredible, but the 
people of that country accept this kind 
of tomfoolery as gospel truth. A few 
years ago a newspaper remarked that 
tho Americans ought to remember that 
other nations regarded themselves as 
in the front rank; but to this another 
paper indignantly replied: "We know 
that wo are the best people on 



earth." It never seems to occur to 
the average man In the United States 
that a Japanese or a Chinaman may 
think that he, though different from an 
American, may bo quite as good. 
Therein consists tho difficulty of con- 
vincing the American people that they 
are bonnd by the comity of nations 
to treat foreigners with equity, even 
though tho color of their skin may ho 
a little dark. There is just a possi- 
bility that they may be exhibiting 
.that •'haugiitiness of spirit" which 
wo are told "goeth before a fall."

ONE OBJECT LESSON 

Prince Edward's Island Is clamor- 
ing for better connection with tho 
mainland of Canada, and insists that 
tho only adequate way of meeting the 
difficulties In tho way of winter trans- 
portation Is by the construction of a 
tunnel under Northumberland Strait. 
At its narrowest point the strait Is 
about twelve miles wide; the 
cost of the tunnel is estim- 
ated at $10,000,000. The rea- 
son why such a connection is consid- 
ered necessary is because during the 
winter season Ice forms on and Is 
driven into the strait, but is rarely 
quiet for an hour at a time. Hence 
there is neither good navigation nor 
a good ice road. A determined elTort 
has been made to establish regular 
and dependable steamer connection, 
but It has been unsuccessful. Prince 
Edward's Island has an area of 2,1311 
square miles; that Is, It Is about one- 
seventh the area of Vancouver Island, j 
It has a population of 100,1)00. Its 
chief Industry is agriculture. It Is 
not nor Is it likely ever to become. 
Important in connection with trans- 
Atlantic commerce. There seems toj 
be reason to believe that the people 
will be able to secure the tunnel con- 
nection which they so much desire. 

The courage and persistency with 
which they agitate for tills project is 
worthy of emulation by the people of 
Vancouver Island. The population of 
this Island is not equal to that of 
Prince Edward's, but it soon will sur- 
pass it. With all-rail connection with 
the Mainland it would within live 
years lie much more populous than 
that province. Its resources are vast- 
ly greater. Its harbors will surely 
play an important part in the future 
commerce of the Pacific Ocean. 

We ought to put forward a persist- 
ent effort to secure rail-connection 
with the Mainland, and we think that 
strong pressure ought to bo brought 
to bear upon the Dominion govern- 
ment to induce them to take up the 
question in earnest. While the Col- 
onist strongly advocates the construc- 
tion of bridges, so as to provide tho 
desired connection, it is ready to give 
its best assistance to tiny other 
scheme, which will accomplish what 
it regards as of the utmost import- 
ance, not only to Victoria and Van- 
couver Island, but to the whole of 
Canada. 

We direct attention to tho fact that 
the companies engagod in trans-At- 
lantic trade are straining every nerve 
to save time on their voyages. Tho 
White- Star lino is going to run its 
principal steamships from Southamp- 
ton instead of Liverpool, and a new 
lino Is projected, which will run from| 
Ulacksod, Ireland, to Halifax, so as] 
to save less than half a day. Time Is 
everything, apparently. Time can lie 
saved in trans-Pacific commerce by 
making the termini of trallic at Van- 
couver Island ports. It is in the in- 
terest or the whole of Canada that 
this should be done. 

Our case is a very strong one, and 
It ought to be pressed with vigor and 
determination.

The 
tyranny of tho late ruler of Persia re- 
sulted in a demand for f constitution, 
which was granted, although It was 
no very great concession to freedom. 
The outlying provinces are disaffect- 
ed, and It is never difficult to create 
disorders that seem to warrant out- 
side Interference. It is very desirable 
therefore that a firm alliance should 
be made with the Ameer, so that Af- 
ghanistan can be relied upon, It it 
should become necessary for British 
arms to assert themselves to preserve 
the integrity of Persia.

THE VISIT OF THE AMEER 

A series of great festivities have 
been in progress in India for some 
time owing to the visit to that coun- 
try of Habibullah Khan, Ameer of 
Afghanistan. His Majesty entered In- 
dia in barbaric splendor. A retinue 
of 1,500 persons accompanied him, his 
baggage was transported on 11,000 
camels, and included in it were rich 
presents for every one with whom he 
was likely lo come In contact olllcial- 
ly. He was received with correspond- 
ing magnificence. Lord Minto met 
him at Agra, where a week was spent 
In festivities. On tile first day Lord 
Kitchener arrived witii a distinguish- 
ed company to take active command 
of the 30,000 troops already assembled 
there. On the second day Lord Minto 
entered the city in great slate. On 
the third day the Ameer arrived, and 
his reception is said to have been an 
occasion of extraordinary magnifi- 
cence. Rex lews, receptions and all 
the other features, with which the 
governing classes of the Orient sur- 
round themselves, followed, and the 
Ameer is said to have been greatly 
impressed, notably with the military 
display. The chief purpose of his 
visit to India is given out to lie his 
wish to study by actual observation 
the. British military system. He is to 
see everything, however, that is worth 
seeing, and In- Is to take a short sea 
voyage from Bombay. He has never 
scan the sea, and is said to contem- 
plate the idea of a water journey with 
considerable trepidation. 

Of course there Is much behind this 
visit that does not appear on the sur- 
face. The strategic Importance of Af- 
ghanistan is as great as ever. It Is 
tho real barrier between Russia and 
India, and although there is at pres- 
ent no reason to supposo that Russia 
is contemplating an advanco south- 
ward, it is always possible that some- 
thing of the kind may take place. But 
wo are Inclined to think that the chief 
significance of the cultivation of close 
relations with the Ameer Is to he 
found in the uncertainty existing as 
to the political future of Persia. At 
present that country is in an unset- 
tled condition. The late Shah made

PRINCE RUPERT HOTEL 

Tenders Called for Construction of 
Hostelry at G. T. P. Terminus 



A New York paper has been inves- 
tigating the history of some thousand 
or more milling and manufacturing 
companies, which, during the last four 
years, have advertised stock for sale 
In the New York Herald. It finds 
that only about forty of them are now 
in existence and that only one has 
over paid a dividend, and that was 
equal to 2 per cent, for one year. 
The others have evaporated into thin 
air, and the gullible people who bought 
Stock In them have nothing what- 
ever to show for their money. To a 
Victoria man it would seem incredible 
that any number of people could be 
misled by such advertisements. On 
the face of them they are absurdi- 
ties. For example, a company will 
advertise that it has any number of 
millions of tons of ore in sight worth 
anywhere from $20 to $250 to the ton, 
and all that it wants Is $25,000 to de- 
velop the mine and put It on a ship- 
ping basis. For that reason a half 
million shares of the stock are to be 
sold at 5 cents a share during the 
next ten days, after which the price 
Will he put up to 2fi cents. One would 
suppose that every man fit to be 
trusted out alone would know that 
such an advertisement was fraudu- 
lent on Its face. Nevertheless, thou- 
sands of people send In their money 
to buy the shares. There Is a man 
living In Hartford who boasts that all 
bo needs Is a good name for a com- 
pany and that ho can sell any amount 
of stock that ho cares to put upon the 
market. Verily all the fools ure not 
yet dead.

BARS AND BRICKS OF GOLD. 

Where Jewelers Get the Metal With 
Which They Llo Their Work. 

Chicago Chronicle. 

Refineries, old jewelry and banks 
are the sources from which the Jewel- 
ers draw their gold supply. From the 
rellner the gold comes to the fac- 
tory in the form of buttons or gran- 
ules. The refineries take the waste of 
jewolery shops and the sweepings and 
by burning off the material portions 
mid proper treatment of the residue 
recover the gold that otliorwl.se would 
have been lost. The output from the 
refineries alone amounts to figures in 
a- year that would enable an ordinary 
i'riah to retire from active work with 
a fortune. 

The government, however, provide;" 
the greater part of the raw gold for 
the use of the manufacturer. For a 
long term of years there was a steady 
drain on the gold coin in circulation, 
caused by the using of the coin by 
Jewelers us raw material. The fact 
that the government turned out a goln 
that after passing tlio government as- 
say ollice. was of twenty-two carat 
fineness, only two carats below the 
pure gold standard, and which also 
had been worked over, tho silver and 
copper forming the alloy thoroughly 
mixed in t ho gold before the coin was 
minted, made the gold coin particu- 
larly inviting to the jeweler. 

There was no trouble to the manu- 
facturer when the gold coin was used, 
as the alloy had always been ■ com- 
bined with tho metal and all that was 
necessary was, If needed, to alloy suf- 
ficiently u> bring tho gold down to tho 
point required. Then, too, it did away 
with considerable book-keeping and

tho tying up of a considerable amount 
of money by the small manufacturer 
in the raw material. There was some 
difference between having $40 or ftiO 
represented by two or three double 
eagles in stock and having a bar pr 
brick of gold worth l'rom SUOO and 
?5U0, according to size. 

It meant working with a small stock, 
it is true, but considerable space can 
be lllled by a $20 gold piece, and the 
government was a never-l'alling source 
of additional supply. Later the gov- 
ernment made Up tho pure gold In 
bricks or bar form, and it is in that 
shape that the greater bulk of tho 
supply is now found. 

Thousands of dollars pass between 
the bunks and the manufacturing 
Jewelers in New England in the form 
of bare of gold, the banks handling 
tho burs for the benefit of their cus- 
tomers. The bricks vary in value ac- 
cording to weight from $201) to $600, 
and come with the government assay 
ollice stamp as a guarantee of purity 
and fineness marked upon them. 

Tho handling of this valuable sup- 
ply, however, is not conducted with 
any ostentatious display of guards in 
going to and from tho banks. A $."i()0 
bar of gold can be slowed safely away 
in the coat pocket, wherein it is com- 
paratively inconspicuous, although a 
trifle weighty. 

Tlio United States subtreasury sends 
a considerable amount of gold bars 
direct to the manufacturing jeweler. 
The express companies often have a 
largo fortune In their care, transport- 
ing bricks to the value of many thou- 
sands of dollars to the large estab- 
lishments. 

The amount of old gold that finds Its 
Way Into the Jewelry shops would bo 
astonishing if tho total could be ascer- 
tained. It is Impossible to obtain de- 
flnlto figures relative to sources of 
supply. 

HORRORS OF ARCTIC REGION. 

Family Eaten By Their Dogs. 

The Arctic missionary ship Har- 
mony, which has had many a big bat- 
tle with (he forces of the ice world, 
combines romance with business. Him 
is now lying In London docks, after 
provisioning tlio Moravian mission sta- 
tions on tlio coast of bleak Labra- 
dor. 

In addition to the tons of food Stuffs 
she took out to the missionary sta- 
tions, she carried two prospective 
brides. One of them found all hap- 
piness awaiting her; the other, on her 
arrival ut Okkuk, was discovered to be 
so affected by pulmonary trouble that 
it was considered desirable to land 
her and leave her under medical treat- 
ment before the ship went on to ivll- 
linck, the new missionary station on 
the northern coast of Labrador, where 
the bridegroom was awaiting her. The 
disappointed lover must have endured 
an Hiixlous vigil before learning that 
she had left the ship. 

In addition to a most valuable car- 
I go of furs, oils and other products 
! of Labrador which tlio Harmony bus 
! brought into London docks, she Is the 
bearer of details of a most horrible 
! tragedy amongst the Labrador settlers. 
1 To attend the Easter festivities at the 
f Hopedale station about 14 settlers and 
I members of their families set out 
from Davis Inlet. Each party had 
its own sledges and dogs to cover the 
I SO-mile journey. Some distance out 
lliey were enveloped in a terrible bliz- 
zard. Only 11 parties got safely 
through to take part In the services. 
Of the others, it was ascertained that 
a family named Lane, unable to face 
the storm any longer, Look shelter In 
a wood. Mere a tent was erected and 
Lane, one of the oldest settlers In tho 
island, and his family, awaited the 
cessation of the tempest. The rest of 
the story has to be reconstituted from 
circumstantial evidence. After a few 
nays Lane's dogs turned up at Davis 
Inlet bloodstained and gorged, it is 
the unwritten law that any "f these 
savage Esquimaux dogs which have 
tasted human blood must die, and tin- 
suspicions were so overwhelming 
against Lane's pack that one, was 
killed and a man's ear was found 
In its stomach! The rest were prompt- 
ly slaughtered. Mere the matter rest- 
ed for the time. it was generally 
accepted that Lane and his compan- 
ions had perished. Confirmation of 
the fact, however, and the horrible na- 
ture of their deaths was forthcoming 
last July, when some Newfoundland 
ilsherman exploring the country 
around Davis Inlet came upon the 
tent stretched in the wood and some 
gnawed human remains In It. 

An almost similar tragedy occurred 
within sight of the Hebron missionary 
stution. A woman slipped and fell to 
the ground and was killed by her 
sledge dogs before helpers could arrive 
to beat them off. One of these vicious 
Esquimaux dogs was brought homo on 
board the Harmony. 

One of tho things that have 1m- 
i%r«^-«.d those who Dcrnmpnnled this 
latest trip to bleak Labrador is the 
effort made by Canada to get a foot- 
ing in the island of Klllinek. Last 
vear the Newfoundland flag was for- 
mally planted there by Sir William 
Mnegrcgor. but the Adventurer, a 
vessel chartered by the Canndinn gov- 
ernment, has also paid a visit ami 
landed 50 tons of coal. It is alleged 
for Hi" An tic, a vessel that toolc part 
In the South Pole Expedition, but 
which had not arrived up to the time 
tli.' Harmony left, and was not ex- 
ported.

As representatives of variou 
Christian bodies In England, we de 
sire to call the attention of our fel 
low-countrymen to the combined ef 
forts which are being made to se 
forth explicitly and forcibly the prin 
clple of Sunday observance. 

We believe it to be literally Impos- 
sible to exaggerate the importance of 
this matter to the well being of tho 
nation. 

It Is not merely that ono day's rest 
In seven contributes vastly to tho 
physical and mental efficiency of men, 
women and children, and tends to 
make our homo life more truly what 
English home life- ought to be. Thero 
is more than this. Under the sacred 
sanction which attaches to the Lord's 
Day, it is intended that all should 
have opportunity, in the worship of 
Almighty God, to escape from the grip 
of ordinary cares anil occupations in- 
to regions of higher thought and no- 
bler aspiration. 

We aro convinced that an adequate 
and reasonable Sunday observance 
depends in no small measure the pos- 
sibility of promoting in England the 
deeper, the more sacred, and the more 
enduring interests of our common life.

Pacific Exposition 

Seattle. Feb. 4.— The state of Wash- 
ington has stood sponsor for the 
Alaska-Yukon-Pacllic Exposition, to be 
held in Seattle in 1900, by appropriat- 
ing $1,000,000 for it. Seattle citizens 
raised in one day. October 2 last. $660,- 

000 for the exposition, nnd the state 
did not hesitate "when asked lor 
$1,000,000. ■ 

The people of thoPaelno Northwest 
firmly believe in the exposition, which 
will be held primarily for the exploita- 
tion of Alaska, Yukon and the coun- 
tries bordering upon the Pacific Ocean, 
as an agency that will confer material 
and everlasting benelits on the country. 
Oregon, California, Idaho, Montana, 
Wyoming, Utah and several of the 
other western states have signified 
their intention of making appropria- 
tions for exhibits tills winter, so that 
they will have plenty of time to devote 
to the collection of displays.

VICTORIA DAILY COLONIST. 
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TO OVERTHROW OVNflSTY 



Outbreaks of a Serious Character 
Reported From Many Parts 
of the Empire 



Advices received by the R. M. S. 
Empress o£ China loll of a se- 
rious anti-dynastic revolution threat- 
ening the Manchuria court in China. 
The Kokumln of Tokio regards tho 
cincuto as seriously threatening to 
overthrow the present rulers of China. 
The Tokio paper says: "In a great' 
majority of cases tho fall of a dynasty 
in China has 'joeu preluded by the 
outbreak of similar discontent among 
the people, and by evidences of sim- 
ilar inability on the part of the au- 
thorities to preserve order. The twu I 
great centres of disaffection in China 
are Hunan and Kwangtung. Nothing 
is wanting but a junction of these two I 
to create a formidable rebellion." [ 
From other sources news is given of 
outbreaks in Manchuria, Snantung 
and in the Yangtzse valley. In Man- 
churia a Chinese battalion of 500 men: 
at Hailungcheug on tin- Kirin high 
road mutinied and assassinated tho 
regimental otiicers, throwing in their! 
lot with the rebels who are massing} 
in North Manchuria, in Shantung 
province also there is a strong rebel 
movement. Th. re the outbreak is a I 
recurrence of Uoxerism. aided by other 
secret societies. Large forces of for- 
eign-drilled troopa are being sent 
against these rebels to endeavor to 
hem them In in tour sides. In tho 
movement thei younger brother of 
Viceroy Yuan Shih Kai, in command I 
of his brother's troops, was killed In 
battle with the rebels. The. Imperial 
troops sent against these Insurgents 
aro armed with Held artillery, moun- 
tain guns and cavalry. 

Against tho rebels In the Yangtzse | 
valley about ^0,000 regulars detailed 
by the government have been so far 
effective only in compelling the rev- 
olutionists to remove their headquar- 
ters to Hunan from Kiangsi, but un- 
able to completely suppress them. The 
Insurgents skilfully change their ren- 
devous and strengthen their force, 
thereby embarrassing the Imperialists 
in no small degree. According to ad- 
vices coming through an English I 
channel, it is doubtful whether the 
disturbance can be crushed should tho 
troops at the disposal of the govern- 
ment be despatched into Hunan 
province. 

Placards posted by the insurgents 
show that they aim at overthrowing 
the Manchu dynasty. The placards 
charge the Manchu government with 
stealing tho throne at the cost of 
innumerable Chinese lives, and with 
conducting the affairs of state so in- 
efllciently that China, instead of being 
regarded as an cqijal by foreign pow- 
ers is despised by them. The five mil- 
lions of Manchu who sit In the seats 
of authority are said to live on the 
sweat of the nation's brow. while 
themselves, toiling not and spinning 
not, and their sovereign, counting 
himself the delegate of Heaven, looks 
down on all true Chinese as mere 
slaves and robbers: He carries this 
doctrine Into the whole administra- 
tion and is indifferent to any fate that 
overtakes those whoso rule he has 
usurped. Compromising tile prestige 
and credit of the Chinese nation, ho 
has allowed her best parts to be tres- 
passed upon by aliens, and under tho 
pretence of protecting foreigners he 
has transferred to the latter an in- 
tolerable degree of control over the 
Chinese and their belongings. The 
wholc\ government is conducted on 
a system of bribery and the people 
are kept perpetually on the rack of 
extortion. The circular concludes by 
declaring that while the people aro 
condemned to such sufferings tho 
Manchu court revels In luxury and 
spends millions of tacks on voluptuous 
enjoyments. In fact, the document is 
absolutely antl-dynastlci In conse- 
quence of the rebellion the Chinese 
authorities at Shanghai are adopting 
vigorous measures to check the im- 
port of arms and ammunition. It 
appears that the revolutionary socie- 
ties are secretly purchasing warlike 
material and that some sort of col- 
lusion has been established by them 
with foreign traders so that undue 
quantities of arms are imported by 
the latter under the pretence of sam- 
ples. Another method of eluding de- 
tection is tn Import rifles In parts so 
that they can be carried in the hand 
baggage' of travelers. The Customs 
authorities have issued a rule strictly 
limiting the quantity that may be 
brought in under the guise of snm- 
ples. and hav-i also enacted that all 
suspicious looking baggage shall bo 
brought to the custom house for ex- 
examination instead of being passed 
ns It enters.

king state Peking officials are very 
anxious regarding the rebel move- 
ment. The Japanese correspondent 
says the rebels have made good plans. 
Excellent arrangements are said to 
exist for obtaining supplies, men of 
the rank of major being stationed at 
Shanghai and other important marts 
where they purchase war material and 
provisions and forward thorn tu tho 
rebel centres. In short, according to 
this account, China is face to face 
with an organized rebellion which is 
and Kiangsi, but extends also to llti- 
and Kiangsi, but extends also toHu- 
nan and Szschuan: The plan or op- 
erations for quelling the trouble Is 
elaborated and directed from the Kim- 
ltlchu in Peking, whither all reports 
are forwarded mid whence all orders 
sire Issued. Cut, in accordance with 
Chinese custom — a very natural cus- 
tom in these circumstances — official- 
dom business itself seeking to mini- 
mize tho nature of the trouble. 

A telegram to the Jijl Shimpo from 
Peking says that exception precau- 
tions are taken there to prevent the 
ingress of suspicious characters. Not 
only aro the police required to be 
doublv vigilant, but also the city gates 
aro not opened until a later hour 
than usual and are closed earlier. 
This state of affairs is said to due 
to warnings addressed to the throne 
by Viceroys Chang Chlli-tung and 
Tuan Fang, in the sense that many 
members of secret societies are flock- 
ing from the Yangtsze valley to the 
canitnl. 

That the Chinese govorntnont re- 
gards the outbreak as serious is indi- 
cated by the publication of an Im- 
perial edict, the language of which 
curiously resembles that of the edict 
promulgated In the early stages of the 
Boxer trouble.

Tho steamer Empress of China 
brought advices that the new Japan- 
ese budget for DJ07-8 Is severely criti- 
cized by Japanese newspapers. Apart 
from the fact that a totul sum of 
$305,000,000 Is required, $60,000,000 
more than last your, and twice as 
lurse un amount as was required to 
Cover all expenditures prior to the 
Russo- Japanese war, several extraor- 
dinary appropriations are marie for 
which provision Is not in sight even 
after a lapse of some years. The 
budget provides large appropriations 
for naval and military increment, 
greatly incrensed over those of last 
year, when funds were taken from 
proceeds of nubile bonds as reserve 
funds, while tills year they are to 
be taken from ordinary revenue. 
Schemes abandoned during the war 
are being revived and appropriations 
are included for improvement of riv- 
ers and harbors, extension of railways, 
telephones, iron foundries and estab- 
lishment of new colleges and technical 
schools. Increased expenses for post- 
bellum enterprises will amount to 
about $110,000,000, and the Japanese 
press usk^ where ore the resources 
for this. The Nlehi Nlehl thinks In- 
crensed taxation Inevitable and fount 
Okuma takes the same view, though 
lie says tuxes are now as high as 
they can conveniently be made. 

The Japanese training suadron, con- 
sisting of cruisers ItsuUushima, Hash- 
idate and Mutsushlma, which left Ja- 
pan on January IBth for Honolulu and 
returned in distress, damaged by 
storms, will be' despatched to Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand via Honolulu 
instead of to the United Stales, and 
will return to Japan via Singapore 
and Chinese and Korean ports. Among 
the cadets on the vessels are sons 
of Admiral Yamamoto and other 
Japanese admirals and high officials. 

Advices from Tokio state that the 
Japanese government proposes to in- 
crease the number of permits for Im- 
migrants to Hawaii. The number has 
been reduced to 2.000 per mont' 1 and 
bus been raised to 2,07'i monthly. It 
Is proposed to Increase the number to 
4.000 monthly within five or six 
months. 

Advices from Peking state that 
China Is organizing a naval depart- 
ment and four naval bns-^ will be 
arranged immediately. $r>. 000. 000 being 
appropriated for this purpose. Ten 
million dollars will be provided yearly 
to resuscitate the navy. 

The wedding of the Japanese Crown 
Prlnre was arranged for Tantinrv 24th. 
the day the Empress loft Yokohama. 
The bride is a granddaughter of a. 
former minister of state and is 13 
years of age. ■ . • 

SCOTTISH POETS 

A most interestng and instructive 
address was recently given by Dr. J. 
K. Foran of this city, says the Ottawa 
Citizen. His topic was '■.Scottish 
Poets," taking up the lives and works 
of Scott and Campbell, which were 
ably discussed and quoted by the 
speaker. Dr. Koran said in part: 

"It is needless for me to delay vou 
witli any introductory remarks. The 
fact of my presence liero tonight tells 
mure eloquently than could any lan- 
guage of mine how deeply I appre- 
ciate the honor conferred upon me 
in being thus privileged to address 
the officers, members and friends of 
the v. M. c. A. of Ottawa." After 
tracing rapidly the different epochs 
id" literary splendor among the va- 
rious nations — the Creeks, the "Ro- 
mans. tl:e peoples of modern times, 
as well— Dr. Foran pointed out that 
the (dose of the eighteenth century 
and the beginning of the nineteenth 
bad been an epoch of wonderful poetic 
impulse in Croat Britain. A irnlaxv 
<>f stars arose upon the skv of Kng- 
llsh letters— -Purns, rolerfdge, Words- 
worth, Lander. Lvn.r. Keats. Rhellev. 



ed the zenith of his glory at Austerlltz 
in 1S05 Scott published his "Lay of 
the Last Minstrel"; "Marmlon" ap- 
peared the suuiu day as Jena was 
fought; when Napoleon was at Elba, 
Scott had written his last long poem, 
"The Lord of tho Isles"; when tho 
great emperor bowed before the whirl- 
wind of Quatre Bras and Waterloo, 
Scott began his Waverly series; when 
Napoleon died, in 1821, at St. Helena, 
Scott closed his career as a novelist 
and faced the shock of the Ballan- 
tyne failure and a debt of half a 
million dollars; in two years Scott, 
with his "Life of Napoleon" and other 
works, paid off $200,000 of the debt; 
and In 1832, when Scott's spirit de- 
parted, at Abhotsford, the British gov- 
ernment granted the permit for the 
transition of Napoleon's remains from 
St. Helena to France. 

Dr. Koran began, then, with the 
"Lay of the Last Minstrel," recited the 
Introduction and various passages to 
Illustrate how exactly Scott struck a 
nolo as yet untouched in English lit- 
erature. He recited some of the short- 
er poems, such us "Roderick Vieh 
Alpln Dhu" and "llolvollyn," to show 
how truly Scott possessed the genius 
of song. Needless to say that the 
recitation of these poems, with all tho 
lire and spirlc of a most enthusiastic 
lover of Hie "Land of Cakes," created 
a profound sensation. Passing then to 
Campbell, Dr. Koran pointed out that, 
with the sole exception of Shakes- 
peare, Campbell is more frequently 
quoted — In fragmentary parts — than 
any other writer of English verse. Ho 
Instances amongst other familiar 
lines: "Coming events cast their 
.shadows before"; "Ye mariners of 
England"; "Britannia needs no bul- 
warks"; "Distance lends enchantment 
to the view"; "The red eye ot battle 
Is shut in despair"; "The sentinel stars 
set their watch in Hie sky." and a 
score of other equally fai

Ye Mariners

HEALTH TALKS 

About tho Liver 

The liver Is the largest organ or 
gland In the human body. It is situ- 
ated towards the right side of the 
stomach, and lies under the shelter of 
the lower ribs on that side. Us nor- 
mal weight is between three and four 
pounds, and It performs an Important 
duty In the work of digestion In re- 
spect that It not only provides bile us 
u digestive fluid, but also deols In an 
elaborate fashion with certain of our 
food products. The liver would re- 
quire to he In one sense a long-suf- 
fering organ, Inasmuch .us a very 
largo amount of the suffering repre- 
sented In the ordinary ills of human- 
ity is laid upon Its back. Indeed, It 
seems to be a very general rule that 
when people are at a loss to account 
for any special disturbance of their 
health, the liver Is regarded as lying 
at the root of the affliction. No doubt 
a good many of our Ills are Intimately 
connected with the liver and its work, 
but at the same time we may have 
regard to the fact that very many of 
tho aliments In question are really of 
our own making, and are due to the 
carelessness with which we regulate 
certain phases ot our lives, and, above 
all, those relating to the foods we 
eat.

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Campbell's rambles over the continent 
and the writing of these poems, con- 
stituted a most entrancing piece of 
eloquence. The incidents in fie lives 
nf Moore ami Campbell, suggested by 
the-latter's "Exile of Erin." are posi- 
tive proof that the Scotch poet wns 
the author of thai admirable produc- 
tion. Campbell died nt Boulogne and 
was buried in Westminster Abbey, his 
remains being placed opposite the bust 
of Shakespeare. On the day of his 
funeral, as the procession drew near 
the abbey doer, 11 tall foreigner, wrap- 
ped in a largo mantle, stopped the 
funeral cortege and asked leave to 
have the coffin opened. When his 
request was obeyed, he took an urn 
and scattered dust from it on the 
body of Campbell; then he raised his 
voice and said: "Tills is clay from 
the grave of Kosciusko. It is meet 
that It should blend witli the ashes 
of tho poet who sang in tears the 
downfall of Sarmatla and the death 
of "Warsaw's last champion " 

It would not be possible to give, In 
a synoptical report, any Idea of the 
effect produced by this unfolding of a 
casket of literary gems and the string- 
ing of them together nn the silvery 
thread of historical reminiscence. 
The audience was carried buck, in 
imagination, to scenes made familiar 
to Hie world by Scott, until every 
rock and glen from. "Maidenkirk to 
John o'Croats" was peopled anew with 
beings of Scott's creation. In one 
poem Dr. Foran brought out in fu- 
neral procession all of Scott's charac- 
ters and as the vision vanished, lie 
paused and, with dramatic effect, ex- 
claimed : 

"A sound thrilled through that length- 
ening host — • 
Then all my vision fled. 
But oil! that mournful dream was 
true— 

The Immortal Scott was dead." 

We cannot, however, refrain from 
reproducing the closing passages In 
which Dr. foran drew lessons from 
the lives and works of Scott and 
Campbell, for the instruction and imi- 
tation of Canadians. 

Scott, be stud, preached and prac- 
ticed patriotism. 11" preached love 
of country in such passages as 
"Breathes there a man witli soul so 
dead" (which the lecturer recited with 
powerful effect), ami bis \ hole life 
was devoted to Ids native land, her 
glory, her happiness, her lienor and 
her prosperity. He consecrated on l he 
altar of bis country the genius find 
had given him and he bent bis every 
energy to the uplifting of bis people 
and the vindication as well as the 
glorification of Scotland. We. in this 
new land, should learn from Scott to 
devote all our lives, no matter In how 
humble sphere they may be cast, tn 
the advancement of our fair Dominion. 
No matter how hard we labor— with 
hammer, or chisel, or pencil, with rud- 
der, or plowshare, or pen — we have a 
sacred duty to perform. "The object 
of your association Is to make better 
citizens, and therefore better Chris- 
tians, of the young men of this gen- 
eration. If success attend your efforts 
— atitl I pray Cod it may— you will 
help, In a material and practical man- 
ner, in raising Canada to her rightful 
position, malting her a nueon on this 
Western hemisphere, a home of good 
principles, a shrine of the civilization 
of the gospel, and a land wherein (lie 
precepts and practices of Scott shall 
engender the truest love of country. 

"From Campbell we learn that cos-. 
inopolltan'splMfthat should obtain In 
lands of varied races and creeds like 
Canada. He was Scotland's bard, Ire- 
land's friend. Poland's sympathizer, 
Britain's singer of the grandest of her 
naval songs. He had 11 heart large 
enough to sympathize witli people of 
all lands and to embrace the adherents 
of all creeds. As streams roll Into the 
ocean and blond in its vastness, so do 
streams of different nationalities Mow 
into the great ocean of a Canadian 
nationhood and commingle in its ex- 
panslveness. By lining tolerant of even 
the prejudices of ench other, by re- 
specting tlie sentiments, .principles, 
traditions and practices of the differ- 
ent element;, with which we ha ye (o 
live, we will be carying out the prin- 
ciples of Campbell, the ideals of bis 
life, the spirit of his noble yer.se. Yours 
is not only, according to its title, the 
association of young men, bul of 
Christian young' men; and the funda- 
mental and all-permeating law of 
Christianity, that which distinguishes 
tin- new from the old dispensation, is 
love of God and love of man. Thus in 
putting Into practice flic lesso nof pa- 
triotism taught by Scott and that of 
love and charity for all men, which 
Campbell has Inculcated, you will par- 
ticipate In a practical manner In mak- 
ing Canada a Band of Promise, and 
you will behold some day the Genus 
of iter nationhood towering sublimely 
aloft, like Bartholdi's giant statue on 
Bedo's Island, tall, stately and grand;

that a very large blood supply passes 
through the liver, ibis blond consist- 
ing of that which is on its way back 
to the heart and I lings for tin- purpose 
of purification. The greater pail of 
the blood has been returned from the 
digestive system, and the c hief point 
for us to bear in remembrance here 
is, that it carries into the liver witli j 
if certain of the food products which 
have been digested.

I remember that an 
Austrian officer at Metkovetch cau- 
tioned me not to venture among tho 
people of the hills on any pretence 
whatever. "They are all thieves," he 
said, "even the soldiers. Keep on the 
Ship and you will be all right. Our 
folks cannot help you ashore. We are 
still shooting, but the work Is slow.' 

The advice was wholesome and I 
took it. Not until we touched at the 
post of Spalato did I leave the Aus- 
trian Lloyd steamer at all, and then 
it was merely to carry a letter of in- 
troduction to the Governor, given me 
by this timorous friend at Metkovltch. 
Here, as elsewhere, 1 found the Aus- 
trian otllclal the most delightful per- 
son in Europe. The Governor was up 
at the fortress in the hills, said the 
young Captain In charge, and, it" 1 
cared to go us far, ho would send an 
escort with me. The invitation had a 
nice sound and 1 determined to miS3 
a steamer and take advantage of It. 
After all, there is something pictur- 
esque in being robbed by mountain 
brigands— and what a tale would it be 
for smoking rooms until the end of my 
days. 

Let me state at once that this pious 
hope of polite brigandage was not des- 
tined to be fulfilled. I had an escort 
of half a dozen splendidly mounted 
hussars and they were as unlike bri- 
gands as anv half a dozen hussars 
could be. The road itself, winding up 
from the sea amidst green mountains 
and sweet smelling pines, I found, be- 
vond words picturesque. Here fresh 
breezes tempered the pursuing heat 
and bade the traveler live again. Tho 
solitudes were Immense and of Insur- 
passablo majesty. Nor did the Castle 
itself strike a discord In this gamut of 
pleasing harmonies.

My very Judgment 
of the old governor may have been 
harsh and misplaced. He was there 
to rule these provinces in the namo ofi 
Austria and duty must be done. A j 
moment's reflection, as I dressed for| 
dinner, reminded mo that I know but 
little of the condemned man's story 
and must wait to hear It before l| 
could pronounce an opinion, The 
young trooper might, be nothing better! 
than a common brigand of the hill- 
side. The oGvernor alono could tell 
me. 

This confidence came when our din- 
ner had been onten tnd tho coffee 
carried to the terrace above tho glacis. 
It was at this moment that we were 
all joined by an old Italian priest, old 
enough. It appeared, to remember the 
days when Spalato belonged to Itnjy 
— and he, to my satisfaction, at 
onco raised the subject In which tho 
Governor had Interested me so pro- 
foundly.

WATER COMMISSIONER 
URGES IMPROVEMENTS 



Important RecommendationsSub- 
mitted Last Evening at City 
Council Meeting. 



The workings of the city water sys- 
tem occupied a great part of the time 
ot the meeting of the council last 
evening, two important communica- 
tions being received In thia connec- 
tion — one from the water commission- 
er and another from the city .solicitor. 
The water commissioner wrote re- 
porting on various matters which had 
been placed In his hands l>y the coun- 
cil. As to the lirst of these, the pro- 
posed extension of the main on Uio 
h'oul Bay road, Mr. Raymur reported 
that from the school house, which is 
as far as the main now reaches, to 
Kunnymede avenue, to which streot 
an extension is asked, Is a distance 
of 1,6(13 feet. Tho soil through which 
the pipe would have to run was rock 
Uie whole distance. The cost for a 
four-inch pipe would be $3,000. As to 
the request of J. J. Shallcross and 
others for an extension of the pipe 
beyond the city limits, Mr. Raymur 
stated that the property in question 
was a distance of t>64 feet from the 
city boundaries and that for this dis- 
tance the whole cost of tho pipe line 
would have to be borne by the appli- 
cants. The necessary pipe would not 
arrive until the latter end of May and 
consequently it could not be laid until 
that time. 

As to' tho proposed main to the ag- 
ricultural grounds, Mr. Raymur re- 
ported that tho distance from the cor- 
ner of 'Cadbore Bay road and Rfeh- 
inond avenue to the grounds was 
4,700 feet and that the estimated cost 
of a four-inch main would be $2,750. 
Should wooden pipe be used instead 
of iron the cost could bo reduced by 
31,000, but of this the council was not 
in favor. 

A recommendation for the laying of 
a four-Inch wooden pipe on Grahame 
street at a cost of $-75 was accepted. 

Finally Mr. Raymur asked for a fur- 
ther vote of $750 for the completion 
of the work on the Highlands water- 
shed survey, and an additional grant 
of $1,000 for the expenses Involved 
in the thawing out of the frozen 
mains. Both recommendations were 
adopted. 

A letter from the city solicitor dealt 
at considerable length with certain 
divergences between the mode of pro- 
cedure adopted by the city as to tho 
payment of water rates, and tho di- 
rections set fori ii by the provincial 
statutes. The letter In full was as) 
follows: 

Gentlemen,— Tho city barrister lias 
more than one occasion suggested that the 
attention ot" the council should bo directed 
to t'he divergence between the mode in 
which pavilion for water supply In the city 
la collected under the existing by-law, and 
the mode in which the statute directs the 
■water rates to bo levied and collected, and 
it is necessary that the council should give 
serious attention to tho question, and to 
enable this to lie dene we propose to ask 
that consideration be given to the follow- 
ing remarks: 

Under section 13 of the Act of 1S73, as 
added to by section -1 of the Act of 1-802, the 
commissioner, subject to the approval of 
the corporation (I.e. the council) lias power 
nml authority, and it Is made directory 
upon hlni (l.e the council) by the following 
words: "And It shall be his duty from 
time to time to fix": 

(a) The rate which any owner or occu- 
pant (or both) of any In. use. tenement, lot, 
or part of lot In, through, or past which 
the water pipes run shall pay as water rate 
whether using the water or not) "■having 
due regnrd In the assessment to any special 
henelii and advantage derived by such own- 
er or occupant or conferred upon his or 
their properly by the water works, and the 
locality in which the same Is situate." 

(b) To tlx the rent for hydrants, fire 
plugs am] public buildings. 

(e) "And In addition thereto the rent or 
price which any owner en- oeeiipnnt of an 
house who shall use such water shall pay. 
for the use thereof." 

Later on In the section it Is made Imper- 
ative that, each vacant hit of html fronting 
on the wuter pipes shall lie rated ami taxed, 
due regard being hail In the assessment to 
the advantage which the said lot shall de- 
rive from the water works, mid In 1802 a 
further Imperative direction Is Riven that 
in all eases where a. main pipe of four 
inches or over Is laid In any street the 
Council shall have power to pass a by-law. 
and thereby to assess and levy a special 
rate per foot frontage upon the lots on each 
side of the portion of the street In which 
the pipes are laid— corner 'lots being as- 
sessed at half rates. 

With or without lege! advice, for many 
yean* past, Ihe council have entirely over- 
looked the statutory duty east upon them 
under (a) nml (h) to assess and levy rates 
for the wider supply, and the main Income 
relied upon has been for the actual use of 
water, and the charge Imposed Is collect- 
ible only from the owner or occupant of 
the house actually usln,-.- it, and the only 
remedy for non-payment 'linn been refusal to 
continue supply or an action at law: 
whereas the statute declares that the, rates 
which are directed to be assessed and 
levied are a charge upon both owner and 
occupier nml I heir Interest 1n the bind. 

It Is the opinion of the city barrister and 
ourselves that this statutory' duty ought to 
be performed by the council in the mode 
In which the statute directs, and It Is deem- 
ed desirable to address this letter to the 
council. 

There Is no practical difficulty on the 
(language of the statute In making the 
assessment directed, nml If the council de- 
sires lo be advised Itlow to proceed In the 
matter, we shall bo pleased to address them 
upon Ihe subject. 

MASON A- MANN - 
It being the opinion of the council 
that the solicitors bad in their letter 
touched upon several points of 
greatest Importance, it was decldod to 
refer the matter buck to them for a 
fuller report. On the reception of 
fuller information the council will hold 
a special session to deal with the 
points raised by the solicitors, and 
other matters in connection with the 
water system. 

Committees Named. 
On the Initiative of the mayor 
the library committee were appointed 
Aldermen Fell, Canon Beanlands and 
10. O. S. Schoiield; tourist association, 
Aldermen Vincent, Hanna; agricul- 
tural association, Aldermen Hender- 
son and J. Stuart Yates. 

A letter was received from T. C. 
Sorby, the secretary of the Inner Har- 
bor Association of the city of Vic- 
toria, an organization formed some 
time ago for tho purpose of working 
for the systematic Improvement of 
the harbor with a view to securing 
froo and safe navigation for all ves- 
sels entering, thus fostering the trade 
nml Industry of the port and promot- 
ing the general transportation facili- 
ties. The present board of the man- 
agement Is (i. A. Kirk, chairman; T. 
C Sorby, secretary; J. A. Sayward, 
J. It, Boekwtth, Capt. Grant, Capt. 
Cox, Capt. Troup. Already tho so- 
ciety lias done good work, having 
laid tlitj pleas of Victoria, before the 
royal commission on transportation 
nml the federal government. It asked 
through Mr. Sorby that the city 
might see tit to grant n sum of money 
and if it way. so desired appoint a 



member for tho board of management. 
It was decided to rof^r tht matter to 
the ilnanco committee fo- favorable 
consideration. 

Gentlemen, — I am directed to bring be- 
fore your notico the objects sought to be 
attained 'by this association, which was 
fully organized on the 20th November, 1000, 
for the advancement of the systematic im- 
provement of the harbor with a view to se- 
curing free and safe navigation lor till ves- 
sel entering, .fostering the trade and in- 
dustries or the port and promoting general 
transportation fuel lit les. 

In September, 1005, the owners of prop- 
erty abutting on the water front held n 
meeting in the city hniJ, presided over by 
the mayor ot tho <lny, and decided to bring 
before Hie royul commission on transporta- 
tion the urgent need for improvement In 
the harbor, with a view to the develop- 
ment of trade, the fostering and creation 
of local Industries, and Increasing the fa- 
cilities for transportation of the raw ma- 
terial ami the manufactured products, in 
conjunction with your worshipful body and 
the Hoard of Trade, these matters were 
duly laid before the commission ami re- 
ported on most favorably to the federal 
government, and orders have already been 
given -along the Hues of the suggested 
works of Improvement. 

it was felt that, to lie truly representa- 
tive, all pemons who owned or occupied 
property abutting on the Inner harbor, or 
were otherwise interested in the develop- 
ment of the port and the maritime com- 
merce of the city of Victoria should com- 
bine for more efficient action and for such 
Interchange of views as should .secure the 
1n-st results and the greatest amount of 
benefit to the port and city us <a whole. 

The board of management consists of the 
following: Mr. O. A. iKtrk. chairman; 
Messrs. Suvwnrd. Pei-litel. ('apt. Gyant. 
Capt. Cox and Capt. Troup and myself, as 
secretary. 

The city owns the electric light works, 
certain other lots and street ends abutting 
on the harbor, and, as such ownens will, 
we 'hope, take up their proportion of the 
burthen, either by subscription or donation. 

As about one-ninth or the whole assess- 
able value of the city Is situate along the 
water front, and probably ono-tuird of the 
commercial value •of the city Is directly 
concerned In the trade of the port, it Is 
of the utmost Importance to this city that 
Its Industries should be encouraged .by se- 
curing all possible facilities in its water- 
ways of approach, on which the life of the 
port depends. 

Considerable expenses have already been 
Incurred In laving the matter before the 
royal commission and government, which 
were entlre.lv In the public Interest, and 
we submit that vour worshipful body should 
make sonic suitable grant In aid of work, 
the results of which will be shared 'by the 
whole body of ratepayers. 

A vacancy has been reserved on the board 
of management in ease the council, after 
duly qualifying, should desire to nominate 
u member thereto. „„„„,.

A letter wns received from the mayor 
and aldermen of Rossland nsklng the 
councillors of Victoria to pay the up- 
country town a visit on the occasion 
of the approaching big winter fete, 
which will take place February 13th to 
February 16th. The invitation was re- 
ceived with thanks. 

Tlie final settlement of the Rock 
Bay water lots question was signified 
by a letter from Hon. F. Goudereau, 
tho deputy minister of marine nnd 
fisheries, to tho effect that the quit- 
claims of the government to the lots 
in question had been forwarded to 
this city. 

Superintendent Eaton wrote enclos- 
ing the estimates for tho school board 
for the ensuing year, as already set 
forth. 

City Employees' Salaries. 

A letter was received from His Hon- 
or Mr. Justice Martin, in which be set 
forth his hearty sympathy with the 
petitions sent in by the servants of 
the city for an increase in their pay. 
His Honor signified that he for one 
would be only too pleased to see them 
get their demands even if it did mean 
a little extra taxation for himself. 

A letter calling attention to the 
necessity of properly naming arid 
numbering the streets of the city was 
received from Messrs. J. D. Pember- 
ton & Sons. It was pointed out that 
there aro many strangers In the city 
at the present time and that as mat- 
ters now are It Is a matter of no 
inconsiderable difficulty for a stranger 
to lind his or her way round the 
city. 

The aldermen all agreed that the 
matter was one of extreme Import- 
ance. It was pointed out by Alderman 
Fell that the matter had been under- 
taken last year but let drop, and Al- 
derman Hall volunteered the Informa- 
tion that $1500 had been set apart for 
the making of a new olllclal map of 
the city. This, ho thought, would be 
necessary before any radical steps 
could be taken. It was finally decided 
to refer the matter to the streets, 
bridges and sewers committee for a 
report. 

Much discussion and searching of 
authorities was caused by a petition 
from certain residents on North Park- 
street. The petitioners claimed that 
the British Columbia Meat Market, 
having purchased two lots In their 
very midst, wns about to erect a sta- 
ble, a step which they claimed would 
have the effect of lowering real es- 
tate values, and perhaps rendering the 
neighborhood quite unsuitable for hab- 
itation. 

That the people of the neighborhood 
felt strongly upon tho matter was 
shown by the attitude of Alderman 
Meston, In whose ward the trouble is 
threatened, and who spoke at length 
against it. . 

It was pointed out by the city solici- 
totr, who was present, that there was 
no statute of any sort covering such 
a case, and that, the nearest law deal- 
ing with such a question was that 
which enables the city to declare any 
offensive spot a nuisance, and to order 
its removal. This, however, was a 
remedv only. Modes of prevention the 
law did not seem to provide. Several 
of the aldermen thought that the mat- 
ter fell within the jurisdiction of the 
building inspector, but it was pointed 
out that his cares in this direction 
were bounded l !y the fire limits. 

It was finally decided that the city 
solicitors be instructed to forward to 
the British Columbia Meat Market 
Company copies or all the statutes 
bearing on such a case, with a full 
explanation of what the position of 
tho citv will he if the building is 
erected. It wan further decided to 
make a recommendation to the legis- 
lature at Its timing session for some 
alteration in th" Municipal Clause 
Act, so ns to give to the city the 
control of nil buildings to be erected 
within tho limit::. 

Sewi- System. 

To the sowers, bridges and streets 
committee was referred tho request of 
13, B. MeOonnnn for an extension of 
the sower system to Bodwell street 
between Fernwood load and Stanley 
avenue. 

The streets, bridges and sewers 
committee was also asked for a report 
on tho request of Walter S. Chambers 
(or a sidewalk- on Skinner street. 

Alderman Hall called attention to 
the need of repairs to the sidewalk on 
Frederick street. 

Applications for a raise In salary 
were received from a round dozen 
more of the City servants most of the 
petit b us being from employees in the 
electric lighting department. All were 
referred to the sneclal meeting of the 
connci' to bo held today. 

The streets, bridges and sewers 
committee was empowered to deal 
with a petition sent in by A. Colby 
and twenty-two others, asking for a 



new sidewalk on Pino street, near 
Craigflower road. 

It was decided to admit William 
Johnstone to the Home for the Aged 
and Infirm. 

The permanent sidewalk and road 
improvement by-law for the grading 
of Dunedin street and of Government 
street between Michigan and Toronto 
streets, passed through its first sec- 
ond and third readings. 

The Songhees Indian Reseivo and 
Land Arrangement by-law was on the 
recommendation of the mayor laid 
over for further consideration. 

Accounts to the amount of $3,-0 5 
were duly considered and passed. 



MRS. GQSNELL DIES 
AT RIPE OLD ME 



Pioneer Canadian Resident Goes 
to Her Reward After a 
Lengthy Illness 



Borly yesterday morning Mm. Margaret 
GosoeU, mother of It. H. Uosnell, the well- 
known writer and historian of British Col- 
umbia, died at D Beliot street, Victoria, at 
an advanced age— !u her Olsl year. Tile 
deceased lady was a striking character lu 
many respects, though little known outside 
u not very wide circle of relatives and per- 
sonal IrJeudo. 

.Muiguret luichuie (her maiden name) was 
born at Itrldge-of-Allna, stiiillus, Scotland, 
on September 22. 1S10, towards olio close 
of the reliru of lieorge 111. In 1821), while 
George 1\ was king of Great Britain and 
Ireland, she left Scotland with her father 
ami mother, a sister and two brothers for 
Quebec, In which city she lived until some 
time after her marriage to the late John 
Uosnell. For some years she lived in 
County Kent, Ontario, and for a uhorter 
period hi County Grey. In ls'.is sJie re- 
moved thence to lirltlsl) Columbia, living 
for three years at Chemulnu-s, Vanewrvei 
Island, and afterwards In victoria, winere, 
In April. 1003, her husband died. Later 
she went to live with one of her suns. Dr. 
J. C. Cornell, first at Belliugbum, Witsn., 
and after wards at .Seattle. In the autumn 
of l(K)o she returned to Victoria, aluce 
which time she tins lived with her son, It. 
K. Gosnell, nnd granddaughter, Miss Vera 
Uosnell, nt their residence, Hellot street. 

Until lust -May the deceased was In good 
health for one so old. nnd too was In pos 
session of all her faculties. Unless pre- 
vented by bud weather, It was her custom 
to walk to and from St. Andrew's .Presby- 
terian church on Sunday mornings, where 
she was u.p to the time of being taken oeri- 
ously ill, in the month Just mentioned, n 
devout worshipper, and u close and deeply 
Interested listener to the discourses of the 
minister of that church. Roy. W. L. Clay. 
A tire at her sou's house, and the excite- 
ment attendant upon having to visit with 
friends whilst necessary renewals were be- 
lug made, so upset the old lady that with- 
in two days of her return to licllot street, 
while dressing- for church oue Sunday morn- 
ing, she was stricken with paTalyals, and 
lias since slowly failed (recognizing rela- 
tives end old friends, though unable to 
converse with them) until yesterday morn- 
ing at about live o'clock she quietly ami 
peacefully passed to her rest. 

The late ilin. Gosnell was <i remarkable 
personage. Her long life was spent In the 
reigns of five British sovereigns. It bus 
been lived in the retirement of home; nev- 
ertheless, she took a deep Interest in what 
was going on In the world. Her reading 
was varied— so that on many nifbjoots she 
was well Informed, and was consequently 
a most Interesting una Intelligent talker. 
Beside this she was distinctly Tellglous, 
positive In her views of right and wrong, 
and persistent In her endeavor* to conscien- 
tiously live up to the former. She was n 
woman of the kind who make the world 
better for their having lived In It, so decid- 
ed was her example and Influence for good. 

Mention has already been made of two 
sons— she leaves two others, one resident 
at Cobble HI!!. Vancouver Island, and the 
other at Carlevalc, Assinlbola. 

The funeral arrangements are In Hie 
linndH of the B. C Funeral Fwnlshiiii.' 
Co., but the date of the Interment will not 
lie fixed until- nTler the arrival of Dr. 
Gosnell, who is expected to reach this city 
from .Seattle tills afternoon.

RATTLESNAKE BITE IS NEVER 
FATAL 

There is a snake controversy at the 
Smithsonian institution. Th» point at 
issue is, "Has death over resulted, in 
the case of a full grown man, from 
the bite of an Amsricnn snake?" 

The negative side ot tho question is 
taken 'by B. A. Schwar?., an eminent 
naturalist of the institution's staff, and 
by Dr. E. Reichenbach, a Philadelphia 
scientist, who, some yoars ago, prepar- 
ed a treatise, under the auspices of 
the Smithsonian, upon the poisonous 
snakes of North America, says a writer 
in the Washington Post. These gentle- 
men affirm that there is no authentic- 
ated Instance of fatal results following 
a snake bite from an American reptile. 
On the other hand, Professor Leonhard 
Stejneger, curator of tho department of 
reptiles and batrachi«na in the Na- 
tional museum, says that there are 
many such Instances. 

"Numerous cases of snake bite," 
said Mr. Schwartz, "have come under 
my personal observation. I have trav- 
eled extensively throughout tho coun- 
try, and when In Florida and Texas 
have had opportunities of seeing for 
mvself the effects of bites from the 
rattlesnakes of those regions, 'the 
largest and so-called 'deadliest' In 
this country. Ono of the cases hap- 
pened in Florida. The man bitten by 
the rattlesnake was an officer. Cap- 
tain Jones, I will cull him. He was an 
indulger in alcoholic stimulants to an 
inordinate degree, and therein, I be- 
lieve, lay the cause of much of the 
suffering he experienced from the bite' 
of the serpent. The bite of the rattler, 
an extraordinary large one, and 
therefore containing much poison, was 
followed by a swelling of the leg on 
which the subject was struck. This 
swelling was followed by sores, a con- 
dition that lasted about a your. Cap- 
tain Jones thought, as he observed the 
disappearance of tho swelling and 
sores, that his trouble was at an end, 
but, strange to say, after the lapse 
of some lime the same condition ap- 
peared on the other leg and lasted 
for about a year, as in the case of the 
bitten limb, when they disappeared 
and caused him no further trouble. 

"Although this was the most trou- 
blesome instance 1 ever witnessed. I 
have seen other cases of rattlesnake 
bite In which, after tho Initial symp- 
toms—namely, local swelling and Irri- 
tation — were over, the subject experi- 
enced periodically a minor form of the 
first effects. I repeat, that never have 
I seen nor heard imr read, authentical- 
ly stated, a case of death following the 
bite of tho rattlesnake. 

"Of course," continued Dr. Schwnrz, 
"the other poisonous snakes of this 
country are harmless compared to the

rattlesnake. The coral snake, of the 
gulf states, whose poison Is said to 
be similar to t hat of the Indian cobra, 
has gained a very bad name for no 
reason that I have been able to dis- 
I cover. An Intimate friend of mine, 
H. I£. Hubbard, who was traveling 
with me at the time, actually allowed 
I himself ro be bitten by this snake in 
order to demonstrate the position 
which I hold regarding Its practical 
I harmlessness to man. The coral snake 
is of a very gentle disposition, and 
my friends had to Irritate it consider- 
ably before it could be induced to 
I strike. When It did, however, It 
| fastened Its fangs firmly in his arm. 
a"id no bite could have been more dl- 
I rectly Inflicted. Well, so far from 
! dying from the effects, my companion's 
I arm swelled a little, but in a day's 
| time all its effects bad vanished. 

"The copperhead, so dreaded in many 
localities and by persons ignorant of 
Us properties, can hardly be Induced 
to strike at all, and is, like all Amer- 
ican serpents, in deadly fear of men. 
I Many times I have induced this snako 
I to strike me, and In every instance it 
| has refused, wriggling away with 
| great rapidity. As for other reptiles 
| of tills country, including tho dreaded 
Gila monster of Texas, the deadly pois- 
! onous properties ascribed to them by 
i the ignorant are merely ludicrous. Dr. 
j Reichenbach In his treatise supports 
I my assertion that there is not a single 
| authenticated case ' of death from 

snake bite In this country." 
- : He Contradicts Mr. Schwarz. 
I Directly contradicting Mr. Schwarz 
are Dr. Stcjneger's statements regard- 
i ing the poisonous properties of the 
\ rattlesnake and coral snake. "Death 
i resulting from the bite of a rattle- 
! snake," said Dr. Stejneger, "is too eom- 
I mon and too well known to need com- 
! men ting upon. I can only account," 
he continued, "fur the results instanced 
by Dr. Schwarz of the bite of the coral 
j snake by the hypothesis that he and 
! his friend were mistaken in the iden- 
tity of the serpent. There is a snake 
| common to the region in which the 
; coral is found which must resemble its 
; deadly neighbor, and it was probably 
; this which was taken for the real ar- 
. tide. u- 

"Of three cases of bite from the coral 
snake which I have investigated two 
j resulted fatally. Ono of these cases 
occurred near Corpus Chrlsti, Tex. Of- 
! two men bitten one died in 24 hours, 
while the other recovered after an 
almost fatal prostration of 38 hours' 
duration. In the fatal instance last 
mentioned death occurred under the 
symptoms of paralysis of the heart. 
The other fatal case was that of a 
child. The man who recovered re- 
ceived prompt treatment from a phy- 
j sieian, who administered stimulants, 
; consisting of whisky, hypodermic in- 
jections of ammonia and fomentations 
| of digitalis leaves over the region of 
I the kidneys. The man, a strong young 
Scotchman, recovered in three days, 
I and felt, only a. feeling of tingling In 
his extremities for some time after. 
| Both men kept the snakes as pets, 
I and the Inst one used to put his finger 
j in the reptile's mouth very often to 
i show how tame lie was. One day he 
put it in a little deeper than usual, and 
whil" trying to extricate It the teeth 
I bit him. 

"It would, however, seem that death 
from the bite of this snake Is not so 
very uncommon, for Frederick A. Lu- 
I cas, now of Brooklyn, Informed me 
thai a brother of S. A. Robinson of 
! Orlando, Fin., told him that he know 
l of three fatal cases. I may also refer 
to the cases reported by Dr. FJlnar 
Loenberg in the proceedings of the 
United Slates National museum in 
1801. 

Authority on Snako Poison. 

"Notwithstanding these well known 
instances, it Is a fact that even thnt 
great authority on snake poison, Dr. 
S. Weir Mitchell of Philadelphia, as- 
serts 'the beautiful coral snake, the 
little Flaps of Florida." Is 'too small 
with us to be dangerous to man.' Dr. 
Paul B. Barrlngor of the University 
of Virginia, In a well written account 
of 'The Venomous Reptiles "f the 
United Slates,' read before the South- 
ern Surgical and Gynecological asso- 
ciation recently, strongly, protests 
against this and quotes a case, re- 
ported by Charles H3. Coe, of a work- 
man at Oakland, Orange county, Fla„ 
who died from the effects of a bite. 
About half fin hour after being bitten 
pains came on in his hand and arm. 
followed by drowsiness and a dull 
pain in the head. A doctor was called, 
but the man died 18 hours after re- 
ceiving the bite. 

"The goo reputation onjoyed by 
the coral snake, in combination, on 
the one hand, with the apparent In- 
significance of tlie wound and the lack 
of alarming local symptoms, on the 
other with the great similarity It bears 
to really harmless snakes, makes its 
bite more fatal In proportion to the 
number of reported cases than any 
other snake In the country. Tho 
wounded person usually does not 
know his danger and does not take 
the- proper measures against a punc- 
ture which on its surface IooIik ho in- I 
nocent, and as (he action of the spe- 
cific venom Is both quick and violent 
when admitted Into tho circulation of I

"The coral is the one relative — and 
it is a very near one — In this country 
Of the East India cobra, and tho 
poison of the two is similar, being to-

Until some way is found for the 
diver to escape the tremendous pres- 
sure of the water at depths below 
even one hundred feet, he will not ven- 
ture far from tho surface. Occasion- 
ally men go down 200 feet, as was 
done recently by Japanese divers in 
recovering some of the sunken Rus- 
sian warships, but such a depth Is at- 
tained only with tho greatest peril. 
Down to a depth of sixty feet, tho 
average diver Is able to work hour 
after hour, but on descending lower 
he must take frequent rests. If engaged 
at a task seventy feet below tho sur- 
face, he works three-quarters of an 
hour, and rests the other quarter. The 
greater the depth, the longer the per- 
iods of relaxation, until at 120 feet, 
few divers can work more than ten 
minutes. 

Great, too, Is the diver's danger If 
tho air Is not supplied to him at tho 
right pressure. At whatever depth 
ho may be, the air that is pumped 
down through tho hose into his hel- 
met should have the same expanding 
force as the compressing force of the 
water without. If tho air pressure Is 
insufficient, tho water crushes the cop- 
per helmet down on his shoulders and 
squeezes the breath out of his lungs. 
On an average tho pressure of tho 
water increases at the rate of one 
pound a square inch for every twenty 
Inches of depth. At the depth of 120 
feet, therefore, the air must be pumped 
to the diver at a pressure about three 
and a half times greater than that of 
the atmosphere above, and at 204 feet 
down, or as far as any diver has been 
known to go, it must bo Increased . 
to nearly six atmospheres. At this I nlgnt 
depth the compressing force of the 
water becomes so enormous that for 
the whole surface of the body of a 
man of ordinary size, it amounts to 
thirty tons.

If the air hose of a diver should 
hreak, when he is working at a groat 
depth his death Is practically certain. 
And although he may be rescued If 
only a comparatively short distance 
below the surface, the sh'.ek will most 
likely result In permanent Injury to 
his health. The agony of the ex- 
perience Is too exereme for the heart 
and nerves of the ordinary man to re- 
cover from. As soon as the hose 
snaps the tremendous weight of the 
water squeezes Its victims as If it 
were an all onvolnpii— vice. And 
when tho crew above hauls the diver 
to the surface, the air with which the 
body is filled being a higher, pressure 
than that of the atmosphere, rushes 
outward, and distends such elastic 
organs as the eyes and ears to burst- 
ing. 

"I remember a case where a (livers 
hose broke," said Captain McCloud, 
chief diver of the Merritt & Chapman 
Wrecking Company, of New York 
City, in talking about the perils of his 
vocation. "Ho was at work on a sunk- 
en sugar ship, sonic sixty feet down. 
All at once the air jpump handles 
whizzed around like the flywheels of 
an engine when the belt slips off, 
and with a hiss that sounded like a 
snake's, the hose came writhing to tho 
surface. At the same time great bub- 
bles began exploding right under us.: 
Well we all know what had happened.! 
And we all began pulling at the life- 
lino as if we had all one mind and 
a singh- body. He was up in a jiffy.

His diving suit 
leaked slightly, and the water had 
trickled down Into his helmet, and 
had kept collecting there until it was 
within a quarter of an inch of his 
nostrils when relief came. 

In describing his sensations in the 
under world of water, Robert Louis 
Stevenson has told how he turned a 
somersault. When his father was 
building the breakwater at Wick, the 
future author was impelled by a boy- 
ish whim to take a look beneath the 
surface of the sea. So ho donned a 
diver's suit and went down. 

"Twenty rounds down," he writes, 
"twilight "fell and I found myself in a 
low green heaven, mottled with van- 
ishing bells of white. Except for tho 
weedy spokes and shafts of the lad- 
der, there was nothing but a green 
gloom, somewhat opaque, but very 
restful and delicious." 

He then speaks of Bob Bain, a 
diver who accompanied him, and adds, 
There we were, hand to hand, and 
(when It pleased us) eye to eye.

PEARLS DUE TO PARASITES. 

French Scientist Advances New 
Theory as to Origin of Gems 

Philadeplhla Record. 

The origin of the pearl in the shell 
of the oyster or other bivalve or mel- 
ius!; has been the object of a consid- 
erable amount of investigation and 
speculation. Among the ncre recent 
studies of the subject may be noted 
those '.1 M. Seurat, recorded in the 
Comptes Rondos. This naturalist finds 
thai In pearl oysters from the Gambia 
lagoons in the South Pacific the pearls 
are due to a small worm — a sort of 
tapeworm. In cysts on the body and 
mantle of the oyster he has found true 
pearls surrounding a nucleus, which 
he bus shown to bo one of these 
worms. 

Elko other tapeworms, this one con- 
cerned in the production ot pearls re- 
quires a second host In Which to com- 
plete Its development, and M. .Sennit 
considers that the ray is the second 
host in this ease. For he has found 
in the spiral intestine of this lish small 
tapeworms, Which ho regards as the 
adujt form of the larval worm of the 
pearl oyster. The author lias named 
this new species of tapeworm tylocc- 
phalutn murgarita ferae. 

The view has ben held that the 
pearl Is a secretion formed, as it. were, 
in self-defence for the surrounding and 
isolation of an injurious foreign body. 
If M. Sou rat's views are correct, how- 
ever, the pearl would rather appear 
to be a protection to the worm, and to 
bear to it somewhat the same relation

One of the nurses left the room,; 
saving, "It is all over." 

But the doctors determined to pro- j 
cecd with the operation. Tracheotomy! 
u.is performed, though tho child was 
apparently dead. The operation took 
exactly twenty minutes. Then, as a 
last hope, artificial respiration, aided! 
by strlchnlne, brandy and hot bottles, I 
was employed. 

To everyone's amazement, tho child 
began to breathe again. The Staff was 
delighted as well as astonished.

Starch and 
sugar were equally necessary as a 
source of energy ami heat, and milk 
was the mosl perfecl food eNlsling. 

Professor Halliburton recalled the 
experiment of Professor Chittenden of 
Vale university by which he cured 
himself of rheumatic pains by taking 
less proteld food and dally increasing 
the quantity of nitrogenous food. Pro- 
fessor Halliburton argued thai the 
Vale experiments did not mean all 
persons should follow thorn to keep 
healthy, but that temperance in pro- 
telds was as necessary as temperance 
in drinks. 

Dnngor Lies in Extremes. 
It was the extreme fads wherein lay 
danger. He added: "The pom' in large 
cities of vegetarian nations, who have 
low nitrogenous intake show less re- 
sistance to privation arid disease than 
do meat-eating people. A proof that 
vegetarians cannot be. satisfied with 
their diet Is that they are forced to 
lake the very richest of protolds, milk, 
eggs and cheese. Badly cooked vege- 
tables, however, are more digestible 
than badly conked animal food. The 

real usefulness of the apparent excess 
Iii eating," tlie professor said, "Is that 
certain constituents of the protoid 
molecule are necessary for the build- 
ing up of tissues, hut the amount of 
these tissues Is very limited. Taking 
the case of tho Cur eastern mil ions, 
whore the native population Is diluted 
with a small number of whites, It Is 
the latter, tho meat caters, who come 
to the front and who withstand priva- 
tion and disease bettor than vegetari- 
ans or the black race."
